FORCED VOTING 
NOT SUCCESSFUL 


Many Persons in Argentina Vio­ 
late Law By Refusing to 
Ballot. 


Buenos Aires, Aug. 
2G—Students | 
of American politics who have obser- j 
ved the operation of the compulsory J 
legist ration and voting law of Argen­ 
tina have discovered 
that a large 
number of persons registered and en­ 
titled to vote in that country still 
keep away from the polls. 
Although penalties art* imposed by 
the Argentine law, its strict enforce- j 
men! has been found impracticable, 
especially 
in the large 
population 
centers. 
The eases of failure to vote 
are still so numerous that the courts 
would be clogged with them if they 
did not accept the excuses of thou- j 
sands who plead inability to vote be­ 
cause of illness, absence from home 
or other reasons. 
Nevertheless, the 
Argentines be­ 
lieve the combined features of com­ 
pulsion and secrecy in the law, which 
was adopted in 1911, have proved a 
success because, under its operation, 
the number of voters has Increased 
to more than 68 per cent. 
Prior to enactment of the meas­ 
ure, the apathy and indifference of 
the Argentine elector probably was 
I as 
great 
or 
greater 
than in the 
United States, owing mostly to the 
disbelief here in the honesty of elec­ 
tions. 
The law requires the registration 
of every male citizen of 18 years for 
the purpose of voting coincidentally 
with his registration Tor compulsory 
military services. 
It imposes a fine 
I of IO pesos or 48-hours imprisonment 
for failure to cast a ballot at a na­ 
tional election. 
In the presidential election of 1910, 
prior to the enactment of the com­ 
pulsory law, when the population of 
the country w'as a little over 7,000,- 
000, only 738,294 citizens voluntarily 
. enrolled for the election and 442,562 
j voted.
